Itnrlng the ertensica period ws ask you to esalnate A£lttBfll0.'s ooetaota In order 
to detemins which are worth preserving! and to devise raeana for transfer of such 
assets. We also vould like to know What probleais you aa^pect to encounter in tex»inating| 
AQf^B^Si/X, and What terainatian amwgeacnt you would suggest. In the request for 
extension we are asking for $ C ^for the reaalnder of IT 1^9$ l*e*j 1 Itoeh 19^ 
to 30 JWne 1939, and #/r :i for IT i960. 

2. Our reasons for not requeerting renewal of Projeet AKMftTOH aret 

a. In practice the project has been baaed on ea^loltiiig the Baltic 
migration for legal contacta with Xatvia. Most of the eodgres in 
Germany are still there because they oammt emigrate to othm* countries 
due to security reaaons or pocur health. We also believe tkmt a large 
nuaber of these Baltic emigres^ even if they received peratissiom to visit 
the V88Rp would be very reluctant to take Xh» risk of placing tbeaselves 
under the physical control of the Soviet regime again. Sherefore^ the 
extremely small potential of BBBBOI travel using emigres does not justify 
the cost of Project ABMABBS eaipmditttres . 

b. It is a fact that both the EZS and the BPSWXHG are also interested 

in these Baltic emigres. The emigres have been used for Intelligence 
purposes by the AX8^ the BXS^ the and the VFSWXBG ever since the 

end of World War U. We feel that the W1 potential these emigres has 
been pretty well exhausted by this time wlUacut achieving any noticeable 
positive results, and that we will encounter the BIB or IXF^IBG whenever 
we begin spotting and reeruiting in this milieu. 

c. ABMAISSH/i has limited po t en t ial as the prinelpel agent of a 
project, for he is known to UPSWm as an AIS agent as stated in BOaSd 2^1, 
dated SO Boveidber 1^8, and he la also known to tine BIB as an Ais agent 
as stated in SCSPA 2^356, dated 24 Boveaber I938* Because of this, y«a 
suggested a "cooling off" period Bor AaiMtaB/l, as stated per fiOKi 24965, 
dated 26 January 1959* 

d. Project ABHABBH activities b&vc produced a nus&ber of positive intel- 
ligence reports during the pest project year, fh^ Beports Btaff "Bevlew 
of Positive Intelligence Production from Project ASMB8I for the period 
1 February I958 to 1 February 1959" indicate that ABMAB^S producUon was 
at best of marginal value, and that as such was left out of each of 
ABMABSHA's Intelligenee reports as could have conveniently been included.
